George 1. Jackson, formerly a locomos
tive engineer and now employed at the
Baldwin Locomotive Works, declared tha
full crew law should be repealed because
It was unjust to the rallvoads. They
were paying for unnecessary employes, he
awserted. Jackson was questioned by Ed-
ward B, Murtin, chalrman of the Trans-
portation Committes, und by Rdward M,
Abbott, counsel for the mseocintion,

“I'm not here In the interest of the
rallronds or anyono elae,”” Jackson wsald.
"I believe the full erew law should ba
repenled becmune extra brakemen are not
needed In thase days of mutomatic brokens
and couplers. The rallroads are suffering
an Injustice.”

A plea that the full crew law operated
at the expense of unorganized rallroad
smployes was made by James K. Linn,
ausistant stationmaster at Harrlabury for
the Pennsylvania Rallrond, *"The orga-
nized rallrond men have won salary in-
craases #ince 1510, he sald, “and n part
pf the money pald out has gons 1o sxtra
brakemen employed under the full crew
Iaw.
